Rnii Diego, Cal., Fel)ruar.v 1. — The month of 
January gave tlie mini runners their oi>l><)rtnnity 
to shine !it Tijuana. Witii tiie exception of tiiree 
or four days, lra<-k eondition:; tiirougliont tile inontit 
f.ivored iiorses suited by soft going, and tiiis in 
spite of tile fact tiiat on only four da.vs during 
liie wliole inontii did rain fall, while tlie racing was 
going on. The disproiiortionote amount of soft 
track racing is attributed largely to tlie inordin- 
ately slow-drying iieculiarity of the Tijuana track, 
to wliicli reference lias Ix-en made ls*fore. After 
a drencliing rain, tlie track reijiiires more tlian 
a Week to regain its norniul condition, Is'cause 
of tlie lier-nliar nature of its topsoil, coupled witli 
tlie fact tliat it is underlaid li.v a watei -tiearing 
strata of sand. It is prolialde tliat the mud run- 
ners will have to take a back seat from now on. 
In the noriiial course of events, little more rain 
neeil be looked for during the remainder of the 
racing season. 

Edward Jasper, who is serving in his usual effi- 
cient manner as racing secretary at Tijuana, has 
been engaged by W. W. Finn to fill a similar 
positimi at Ihuiver in the event that the pro)Hised 
summer niisding at that point comes. In sidte 
of the difriculties with which he has had to con- 
tend from time to time, Mr. Jasper has jirovided 
uiiiforml.v satisfactory racing cards at Tijuana. 
Now that there is a fair iirospect of fast track 
conditions during most of the remainder of the 
iiieetiiig. 111- will make a special elTort to bring 
the better grade of liors<‘s into action more fre- 
i|ileiitly. 

James Neil, a San FranciscHn. who has figimal 
prominently on the western turf for mun.v a year, 
is an attache of one of the field limiks at Tijuana. 
He recently had the gooil fortune to win two 
races with his old campaigner, Zinkand. a tried 
and true mud runner. Ills son Frank, who figiir«'d 
as a luigilistio star a dozen years ago, is now 
living the simple life as a randier near Hollister, 
ill San Uenito County, tills state.

Hayes, who raced the good handicap 
horse Johnny Lyons with marked success over 
I’ai-ific <-oast tracks a decade or so ago, recent l.v 
arrived here from Oakland with the stable of L. 
Hecker, a San Francisco business man. Two of 
his sons have tried their hand at race riding. The 
elder, Johnny, was a rider of no mean ability in 
the days when his father’s colors were conspicuous 
at Oakland. .\fter having hud a fling at pro- 

fessional baseball, following his retirement from the 
saddle, he is now doing duty as a jockey’s valet 
at Tijuana. Tiie younger of the Hny(‘s riders. 

Tommy, is also here, but rides onl.v infreiiuentl.v, 
mid rapidl.v increasing weight will soon bring alsint 
his retirement. 

Arthur ITckens has lieen experiencing the slump 
that inevitably come to all riders and W. J. 
o’Hrien is now regard(-d as the most reliable of 
the local riding brigade, with the possible ex- 
ception of Rosco.* Troxler, who continues to show 
to advantage.

teiMi days a year. 

liider the present law tlie three tracks near 
Windsor are each allowed two seven-day meetings 
a year, and if Mr. Wilcox’s amendment is acti-d 
U|Kiii favorabl.v two of the trucks would have to 
discontinue operations. 

Last year the provincial government benefited to 
tlie extent of ?r)2..'>(K» from the license fee of $1,2.’>(I 
a day jiaid by <-ach of the tracks near Windsor, be- 
sides a five and ten cent war tax on every admis- 
sion ticket sold. The federal government took part 
of the profit under the itluii of Sir Thomas White, 
minister of finance, to tax incomes of companies.

SAYS HOSTILITY TO RACING BEAT HIM. 



English Paper “Frankly Rejoices” That Hughes 
Was Defeated for Presidency. 



The Hrilisli Rlo.odstoek Breeders’ Review make.s 
the rather siiriirising assertion that it was former 
(Joveriior Hughes’ liostilit.v to racing that was the 
dcteniiiiiiiig factor in his defeat for the presidency, 
'fhe Review sa.vs: 

"We have no use for party iiolitics in tl’.ese pag<'S, 
all tlie same ttiere are occasional hapiienings in tlie 
IKilitical arena wliicli merit tlie attention of- sports- 
men. Ihe rt'ceiit pn-sidential eb'Ction i:i the I'nited 
States was one of tlicm. In one sense it iimttered 
little or nothing to the world in general, mueh less 
to the sportsmen, whetlier Mr. Wilson was re- 
elected president or Sir. Hiigiies found liis way to 
the White House; but horsemen in Isitli liemispheres 
were mindful of the fact tliat Mr. Iliiglies was tlie 
man ehlefly resismsible for the temiKirary ruination 
of tlie breeding ami racing interests in America, 
and it may safely be assumed tliat the vast majority 
of tliem rejoieed when tliey leuined that Mr. Hiiglies 
was Is-aten. 

“In all iirobaliilit.v the so-e:illed triumpli Jlr. 
Hughes gained brought about bis defeat in the 
pn-sldeiitial eleetiou. It was b.v a narrow margin 
that Mr. Wilson was re-eleeted. and tlie thousand 
of sportsmen who voted as siiortsmen ratlier than 
in aecordanee witli tlieir isilitical leanings ipiite 
eonceivabl.v turned tlie scale. And so it came t«> 
pass Unit the nemesis overtook tlie ex-governor at 
tlie supreme moment in his can-er. 

“Frankly we rejoiced over his discomfitim*. b»‘- 
cause it meant that the deadl.v and unstatesmanlike 
blow lie dealt to breeiling and racing eiglit years 
ago bad recoiled on his own liend. May a similar 
fate liefall tliose who recklessl.v resort to metliotls 
and iKilieies wliieli cause immeasiirat>le mlseliief not 
only to the unoffending individual, but to tlu' state 
at large.”

BRINGS TALE OF WOE FROM NEW ORLEANS. 

Returned Racegoer Says Crescent City Is Full of 
Tourists Wbo Live Off Friends.

New York. February 1. — One of the regular race 
course brigade has retiiriied liome from New Or- 
leans witli tales of disaster and woe. According to 
his story the game lias not liecn all “tieer and 
skittles” for tlie rank and file, meaning tlie lioys 
who wont south to spend the winter with the in- 
tention of at least mnking exiienses. 

"The place is overstocked with workers.’’ said 
lie, “and when they could not get work the con- 
sequences were lack of funds and meals at times. 
Good Samaritans were hunted to cover by tliose 
wisliiiig to make a ‘toiicli.’ The result lias li«*en 
that tliose who were lucky enough to get jobs had 
to practically siipiairt those who did not. As re- 
gards the (K-ciipants of tlii' Palm (iardon they have 
thinn(‘d out pcrceptibl.v owing to tlie expense in- 
ciirn*d in operating there. Considerably less than 
fifty are on tlie floor and aecordiiig to their stories 
every one is digging into the bank roll. It is said 
that lleiir.v llaiif is $10,000 loser and others in 
proportion. 

Bad Track Responsible. 

“Tills has been eaused.” eontiniied tlie narrator, 
“through the i'uiitiniioiis liad track, which lias 
minimized the eiitrics. and tlie fact that one or 
two smart liorsemcn arc relying on information In 
preference to form. Ed McGrath is one of the 
pla.vers who liave collected (piite a few gemd wagers 
through close observanei* on the market operations, 
wliich liMVe been lieaded b.v one or two luek.v horse- 
iiien. ’Live’ and ‘last call’ horses are awaited by 
the crowd and the speculation is done mostly in 
the last few minutes. Oiierators wlio rel.v upon 
form have had a sorry session. This was pfobabl.v 
due to the extraordinary track conditions and bad 
luck during the niniiing of a race. Colonel James 
and ills as.sociates, Mr. Kyle and Mr. Collins, have 
met witli many reverses, as have others who have 
relied strietl.v on form for their results. Tiie.v are 
determined to see tlie meeting through, however, 
living in hope that when the track la-conies good 
tiie contestants will perform more coiisisteiitl.v. 

Horses Kept in Their Stable. 

“Regarding the future, tlie conditions of Iiorses 
will enter Inrgel.v into tin* iiuestiun. Naturall.v 
liiiiidi'eds of iiorses liave had to lie kept in tlielr 
stalls during the past month. Th«'.r could neither 
lie raced nor trained properly, consequently even 

the Iiorses partial to a fast track wilt liardly be 
keyed up for a grueling race slioiild the track be- 
come fast before tin* close of the nii'eting. This 

fact will cause inconsistence for a few da.vs at least 
and it will uot be surprising to s«*e iiorses lieaten 
when tile track becomes fast that, on all form, 

should Im* victors. Tliis will frequently he due to 
their lack of condition. 

“While the meeting has been decidedl.v success- 
ful from a financial standpoint,” concluded the 

speaker, “it lias been disastrous for tlio majority 
of regulars. A few. maj’lie, liave covered ex|H*iises 
wliicli have l)«*eii liigh owing to bousing aceom- 
modatioiis, luit tlie.v are mucli in tlie minority. 
The business folks of New Orleans have reaped a 
good harvest and the winter sport at that iKiiut is 
Ix-ing built upon a solid foundation — one that will 
take a heap of opposition to destroy. What is 
more, it is being (smduoted by the Husiness Men’s 
AsKiH'iation solely, so far as the business of the 
institution is concerned. Judge Murpliy is the 

ruler of the racing proper.” 

Brotbors A. & R. Miles Are Sought.

The plunging that took place 
on Hermit’s Derby lias never lieen isjualed in the 
annals of the raee. The Manpiis of Hastings lost 
over $.5(HMJ0<) and Ijonl Stamford almost as muih. 
Sir Joseph Hawley lost over $250,000 on one bet 
tlirougli backing bis horse. The Palmer, against 
Hermit for that amount with the owner of the 
latter. Wlieu Hermit was knocked down to Mr. 
Chaplin as a yearling at the Eltham Stud auction 
for $5.<K»0, C. J. Merry bought the next 
lot led into the ring for a similar sum. Tills horse 
lie eliristpiied Marksman. He backed liis pureliase 
against that of Mr. Cliaplin witli tliat gentleman 
for $50,000 in the Rlue Ribbon of 1S67, and be lost 
his wager by the narrow margin of a neck. 

As proof of tlie paucity of pn'sent-diiy Isriting 
it may be mentioned tliat wiien tlie owner of the 
Liiii-olnsliire Handicap winner of 1906, Oh, won a 
lH‘t of $50,tKt0 to $2,5(KI, it was extensively chrim- 
ii'led as a notalile bet. Oil again won the 
same race the following year, strange to relate, and 
liis Frencii owner’s sole wager was $50,000 to $2,000. 
— Loudon Sisirtsman.

As the crowils 
swayed back and forth in the lobby of the Palaee 
Hotel he tilted his celebrated beaver and let bis 
tliouglits wander along the b.ackstrotch of the old 
Bay District track. 

“Those were the days when it was really the 
‘sisirt of kings,’’’ he ventured. “There were 
certainly many kings in the game. I can remem - 
iH-r as if it were yesterday when Isird Tallnitt 
Clifton was here in all his glor.v. This Iviy was 
some si«irt. take it from me, and he only had a 
dozen millions or so to make the mare go round 
every time he so willed. 

“He was a real English lord who loved horses. 
He had his four-in-hands, six-in-hands and llie 
like, and lie was also a goiitlemaii rider of note. 
That dandy could ride, but lie bail one fault, if 1 
might sa.v so. Isird Talbott insisted on having liis 
own way and be usuall.v got it. 

“I’ll never forget one da.v at fin* Ita.v District 
vvlieii lie was riding in one of tlie gentlemen’s races. 
As usual, he was going over tlie track just as lie 
pleased. The starter rebuked him in no uiicertaui 
tones, and you should liave heard tlie l•ome-bal•k. 

"Know wliat Ixird Talbott did'? Wli.v. lie opened 
negotiations for tlie purchase of tlic track. He told 
me that lie didn’t iiiive any use for the blooming 
track, but lie wanted to lie iu a iMisition so that 
he could give that starter liis discharge papers.’’ 

“White Hat’’ once again reiieated that it’s not 
the “sport of kings” any more, and I guess he 
is about right, for there are few now.ada.vs vvl-.o 
want to buy a racing plant simply to fire one 
employe. 

A1 Cooney’s Tough-Luck. 

What would be your inward feelings if some one 
came along at a stage of your existence, when you 
did not have a single sou. and slipis'd ten crisp, 
bright $1.<KK) bills into your liand’/ It is indeed a 
lit.v to continue with the tale in these days of the 
iiigh i-ost Ilf living, hut A1 Cooiie.v declares that it 
actuall.v happened to him one day back at the old 
Washington Park track in Chicago. 

“t) iKi.v. O boy! is all that I can sa.v when 1 
think of that day,” declares Al. “Earl Liniiell had 
a California plater named Alaska. All the breaks 
had been goin.g against us. and it liad reached the 
IHiiiit on get-awa.v da.v when vve vvei-e broke. I 
went to Cliarle.v (iates. a chip off the old lilock. 
‘Bet ‘Em a Million Gates,’ and iiieiitioned the fact 
tliat vve were out to win with Alaska or walk iiume. 

“That was the extent of our conversation, and 
after Alaska liad won. niucli to our dcliglit, up 
conies Gates with a stack of jiasteboards as fat 
as a liat. Without any ceremony whats,>evcr lie 
pei-led off tell $1.0IH) bills and tossed them to us. 
Never will I forget that oeeasion, for it almost 
Htopiied the In-atiiig of niy lieart.” 

Fog Aid to Big Clean-Up. 

Remember bow the baseball fans out at Ewing 
Field used to ooniplain the afternoons when they 
could not see the outfielders because of the thick 
fog’/ Sure you do, but tiiey did not have half the 
holler that was in evidence at the old Bay District 
track. 

The track was located out that way and the 
weather conditions were the same. Every after- 
noon the fog would roll in from the ocean and the 
last half of the card was usually mn-off in the 
mist so thick that the horses on the backstretch 
could not be seen. 

It was had enough on the ball field, but on the 
track is was bound to lead to a scandal.* Said 
scandal was in the form of an old-fashioned clean- 
up. The plot was eas.v to stage. One of the 
starters went to the eighth iiost instead of to the 
post. His absence was not noticed, and when the 
field came galloping along tlie jockey at the eighth 
jsile sent his mount along and emerged from the 
Kig a hundred yards in front. He won hands down 
and thousands were collected. It looked ni.vsterioiis. 
but the stunt was not discovered until mouths 
afterward. 

IMMENSE BETS ON EPSOM DERBY. 

The sums which nimiern jiluiigors are said to win 
on turf events siuk into modesty when compared 
with some winnings, vvliii-h have been gathered in 
by licttors on the English Derby. 

Sir Joseph Hawley on three oeeasioiis won from 
$256,000 to .$3(K),0(K), viz: On 'reddington in 1851. 
Musjid in 18.59 and Beadsman in 18.58. He would 
have won as much on Blue Gown in 1869 liad he 
not hedged. 

The largest sum ever taken by one man on the 
Derby is said by Bally’s JIagazine to have gone to 
Mr. Naylor on Murcanjni in 1863, but the amount 
is not stated. Mr. Chaplin won a larger amount 
on Hermit in 1867, but did not get bait of it. 

Mr. Merry was said to iiave won $.5(MJ.0IX) on 
Thormaiiby, but the real amount was $3.50.000. 

'I’lie half-length by which the Irish colt Barbarian 
was iH'aten by Daniel O’Rourke in 1S52 made a 
difference of $450,000 to Ixiokmaker Davies. Ile 

lost $350,00‘J on tlii> Eiisom week vvlien West Aus- 
tralian won the Derby. 

The largest amount that was ever stood on one 
horse was by Mr. Jacques and liis confederate, 
'riiis was on Mildew, which was bucked to win 
$1,350,(WO in the Derbj- won b.v Voltigeur. 

No iMsikmaker has won the Derby since Carae- 
tacus carried it off in 1862. He was ridden liy a 
stable lad, and was the property of Charles Suew- 
iug. 

A JUDICIAL VIEW OF BETTING. 



Mr. I’lowden. on<> of the oldest and most exiieri- 
oiieeil of Linihm magistrates, said to a young man 
wlio pleaded tliat his puriiose in stealing $250 was 
to liet it on a race; 

“I am not one of tliosi; vviio bidieve tliat all Is-t- 
ting traiisaetioiis without distiuetion must of neces- 
sity lie immoral. On tlie eoiitrary I ladieve tliat a 
great many bet.s are made in eireiiiiistaiiees tliat 
an^ perfectly inorul and tliat ad<l consideralily to 
the happiness of tliose who make tlieni. But tlicy 
must bi‘ i-ouducted in ci-rtain lines and witliiii cer- 
lain limits. The wrong is traceable to a i-onimon 
delusion shared by the people of tlie eimntry, wlio 
back horses not from sporting faith or lioiie that 
such one may win. but from settled conviction that 
the horse must win. In other words, they bet on 
what they Isdieve to be certainties.” 

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Major General Li-oiiard Wood, iK'fore tlie Senate 
Cniversal Training Committee, said the “guard 
system” of this country was in itself “vicious and 
iiidefeiisihlc” iM.-cause of defects inherent in its or- 
ganization. General Wood urges universal si-rvice 
as necessary. 

The death toll when the British auxiliary cruiser 
Laun-ntic, which was sunk by a mine off the north 
coast of Inland, is placed at 3-50. Severe weather 
at sea is lilamed for the heavy loss of life. 

Berlin claims the allies have lost more than 
4, (MW, 000 tons of shi]iping since the iieginning of the 
war through the war measures of the Central 
Powers. 

The opinion prevalent in official ijuarters at Wasli- 
ington .vesterda.v afternoon was that a break in 
diplomatic relations with Germany was inevitable. 

From data ecllected in different parts of Eng- 
land, the London Evening Star estimates that there 
are $100,090,000 iu gold secreted in Great Britain.

At one time, 
t<«), it seemed as if a fourtli success wiiulil lie re- 
corded tlirougli tlie agency of a chestiiiit son of 
Marco — Clielandry. named Neil Gow. .\s tlie jiareiit- 
age suggests, Neil Gow was lired li.v liis owner, 
and tliat lie had shown promise in his earl3- da.vs 
was demonstrated li.v tlie fact tliat lie was made 
favorite when he made his first aeiiiiaintauce witli 
a race course. 

Till- race selected for liis debut was tlie IVood- 
cote Stakes at Epsom, an event wliieli bad lieen 
won li.v ills dam thirteen .years earlier. Neil Gow, 
liowever, failed to emulate Clielaiidr.v’s arliieve- 
nient, swerving across tli<‘ course at tlie sl.irt and 
losing ground, iiiid in t!ie end Vari-o — another sou 
of Marcis-woii from 'rroiihled Waters, witli 
I>cMiostli<‘nes tliird. The colt did better at .(s.-ot. 
wlien- lie ran lliird to .\dmiral Hawke ami I'ellow 
Slave; wliile at tlie ‘‘Eclipse” nieeliiig at .Saiidowi 
1‘ark :i nioiitli later lie easily won tlie v.iliialde 
Xatioiial Breeders’ Produce Stakes, after getliiig 
iioue t«Hi well awa.v. ineidentall.v avenging his Asiot 
defeat by the brother of Prvtt.v Poll.v. 

Noil Gow ran in tliree other races in his first 
season, sneccs.s attending his efforts in ever.v in- - 
stance. He was oiiisised li.v onl.v two moderate 
animals in Bernard and Glazebrook in tlie I’rinee 
of Wales’ Stakes at Goodwood, and lie experienced 
no iliffieultj- in lieating these. Tlierc was eoiisider- 
alily greater merit in liis next victor.v, in the 
Clianipagne Stakes at Doncaster, in wliieli tlie op- 
jMisitioii consisted of Admiral Hawke, Lmiibei-g and 
Wliisk Broom. Odds were laid on la-mbeig, Init 
Neil Gow \Coii comfortahl.v from Admiral Ilaw-ke, 
Lemberg filling third berth. 

Giving Weight and Start. 

Ho concluded liis first season’s lalHirs in the Im- 
perial Produce Plate at Keniptoii Park, a nmiark.ilile 
race Ix’iiig witnessed. There were onl.v tliree run- 
ners. Neil Gow again got away badl.v iu eonse- 
(pieiK-e of swerving at the start, and .Suiiiiiiigd.ile 
made the riiiiniiig at a rai-e pace. .1. R. Joel’s 
colt was soon in iwsspssion of a useful lead, and 
it apiJciired as if lie would never be eaiighj. 
’I’lmiiks largel.v to Maher’s fine liorscmansliip. liow- 
ever, Neil Gow gradually reduced the gap and 
eventiiail.v got up on tlie isist to win by a Iiead. 
Seeing that the xyiiiiier was eom-ediiig Siiii;iingdale 
seventeen ]>ounds in addition to an apprei-iable start 
ills final juvenile iH'rforniauee ranks as one of his 
iK’st. 

Neil <!ov.' reap|>eared as a three-year old in lie’ 
Craven Stakes, and in eonseipienee (if the follewiiig 
eoinm-’mled by 'rressady — A Persimiiioii colt lielmig - 
ing to James Biiehunuii — supporters of Marco’s 
son were able to trade li.v laying (! to 4 on. The 
favorite won easily from Whisk Broom, with Tres- 
saday third, a neck iK-liind the American. 

Then came the Two 'riioiisiind, in wliieli Lord 
Roseliery’s colt for the second time ran aeross 
Lemlierg. The latter, though not ipiite woiiml up. 
attracted plenty of support, his final iiriee being 
7 to 2 against, Neil Gow not unnaturally being 
favorite at 2 to 1 against. Despite bis earlier 
failure, Tressaiia.v was again faneied. starting at 
6 to 1 against, while Rochester, Whisk Broom and 
Admiral Hawke also found backers at longer odds. 
Tho simils were dul.v carried off by the subject of 
tills sketch, but only after a terrific tussle with 
Lemberg, the latter being lieaton bj- only a sliort 
head. Whisk Broom was third, two lengths turther 
away. 

An Interesting Derby. 

The close finish for the Guineas Iiad tlie effect of 
enhancing tho interest in the Dorli.v, and there was 
a good deal of wagering on the Epsom event. For 
a while Neil Gow lieaded the list, allieit lie was 
closely atteiidi'd by the Munton colt, whose friends 
ix'eognized that he would iiave m;ide improvemeiit 
during the tieriod separating tlie First .Spring ni(>et- 
iiig at Newmarket and Epsom. There were those, 
too, who liarlMired “doots” as to the ability of .Neil - 
Cow to adapt liimself to tho i«‘eii!i»rities of the ^ 
Epsom course. On the otlier Iiaiid, those wlio es- ^ 
IkiiisimI tlie cause of the 'two Thousand wiii'ier de- 
clared that all tracks wmild come alike to him. 

.\1I of whieli teuded to add to the gaiety of nations, 
so to speak. 

riifortunately, a few days N-fore tlio Derby it 
transpired that Neil Gow had sprung a slight eur!i 
on tlie off bock. Percy I’eek. wlio trained tbe 
colt, was of tlie opinion that the misliap wiuild 
have no serious results, and pointed out that when 
ills father trained Marie Stuart for the St. I,eger 
she had done the same thing a couple of da.vs 
iK'fore the race. Nevertheless, the general inibiie 
was infliieiieed by the (K-eiirrence, and on Tnes- 
da.v of tlie meeting Leml¥>rg was favorite at 5 to 1 
against, while offers of 3 to 1 against Neil Gow 
went a-liegging. There was a reaction on the day 
of tlie great race, liowever. tliough Leinli-rg re- 
tained bis iilace as favorite at 7 to 1 agaiiet, witli 
Neil Gow next in demand at 11 to 4 against. Ail - 
iiiiral Hawke. Lister King and Gn-'-nbaek were all 
on tbe 1(H> to 8 mark, wliile 3.3 to 1 could be ob- 
tained about any of tbe others. 

Dead-heat at Sandown Park. 

Tbe r.Tce was to all intents and piirimses a two- 
liorse affair. Greenlinek and Lenilierg we:e at tbe 
licad of tlie field iiraetieally tbroiigliout. Wild- 
flower II. joined tlie leaders a mile from liome, 
Neil Gow drawing up into fourth position. De- 
seendiiig the Iiill Noil Gow faltered and lost gnuii'l. 

He was never r(>ally in it afterwards. Lemberg’s 
most troublesome opponent proveil to lie Greenbaek, 
wliieli some sixty yards from tlie xvinning iiost ae- 
tiiall}' got ill front, but LniilH-rg readied t!i<- iioiiit 
that mattered a neck in front of Gnambaek. ( !i;irles 
O’Malley was third, about three lengtlis in front 
of Noil Gow. 

Tbe last named ran in only one more race— the 
Eclipse Stakes. Here again lie was opiHiseil li.y 
I-emiHTg. and tboiigli tbe Derb.v winner was .‘’avof- 
ite at ~t to 4 against. Neil G<iw presse<| bini elnvel.v, 

6 to 4 Is'iiig tlie top figiin- when tbe flag fell, 
lamilierg ami .Neil Gow were both fraetbuis at tlie 
start, blit they were not sprioiisly liandieapiH-d in 
eonseiiiieiiee. and it was soon aiipari-iit that the 
issue rested l>etw<‘en them. 'I’lie real raee euiii- 
menced at tlie distance. At tliis point J.emlierg 
liung awa.v from tbe mils slightly, and Neil Gow. 
coming witli a great liurst of speed, got up ami 
lieaded Mr. Fairie’ij colt, but tlie latter was not 
to Ik- disposed of, and again got on level terms. In 
tlie final stages first one ami tlien tin- other got 
tbe lM*tter of the argument, and when the Iki.x was 
readied tlie judge could not separate tlie pair, and 
a (b*!id-lieat was sigiiifii-d— a fitting result to a 
great race. That Neil Gow was a nailing giMid 

liorse, if a somewhat erratic one, in ids da.v tln-re 
is no (luostion. — “J. F. P.” in I.iondou b'liortiug 
Life.
